AMERICAN CONSUL 


Son of Bryan’s Former Secretary 
Turned Back by Nottingham 
Because of Views. 


HAD SERVED IN GERMANY 


Published Letter Alleged Cause 
of Rejection—State Depart- 
ment Not Informed. 


NOTTINGHAM, England, Jan. 19.—On 
account of letters written by him and 


published in a newspaper at Lincoln, 
Neb., John L. Cutright, newly accredited 
American Vice-Consul at Nottingham, 
did not take up the duties for which 
he came to Nottingham after he had 
been informed by the Mayor and other 
officials that he would not be acceptable 
as Vice-Consul because his newspaper 
letters were regarded as expressive of 
pro-German sentiments. 

Before coming to Nottingham Cut- 
right served as American Vice-Consul 
at Coburg, Germany. While there he 
wrote‘the letters to which the Not- 
tingham officials took exception. 

Cutwright is a son of John Cut- 
right, editor of the Lincoln Star, and 
formerly private gecretary of William 
J. Bryan. The son, a graduate of 
the University of Nebraska, had been 
in the consular service oficially a 
few months. 

Embassy Says Consul May Be Sent 
Elsewhere. 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The British 
eign Office has no information con- 
cerning objections of Nottingham offi- 
cials to Cutright’s assuming his duties 
at. the Americai consulate. The Amefri- 
can Embassy would make no statement 
concerning the case, further than to say 
that if Curtright was not acceptaple to 
the Nottingham authorities he probably 
would be sent elsewhere. 


CONSUL’S LETTER 
PRAISING GERMANY 


He Predicted Allies in Year 
Would Find Kaiser's Armies 
| Unbeatable. 
OMAHA, Neb., Jarf. 19.—The letter of 
Vice-Consul John L. Cutright, te which 


the Nottingham authorities took excep- 
tion, was printed in the Omaha World- 
Herald Dec. 13, 1914. It was written at 
Coburg, Germany, where Cutright was 
then Vice-Consul, and bears the date ot 
Nov. 20.. In this letter, as published, Mr. 
Cutright is quoted as follows: 

“I am sorry to see the anti-German 
attitude of the American papers. To 
me there never was a better example vf 
the way the American people love to be 
duped than they way they are allowing 
the French and British reports to fill 
their publications to the detriment o2 
the professed American policy of giving 
each side to a controversy fair play and 
of sympathizing with the party that is 
down. 


Fo.-- 


“Hard to Understan.” 

“Just why American papers are so 
dead against Germany is hard to under- 
stand. It is true she declared war, but 
she did so only with a confident feeling 
of justification in the French invasion 
on the south and the unexcused Russian 
mobilization on the north, they say. 

“That the circumstancts were the same 
as if England should mobilize quietly 
along the Canadian border without ex- 
cuse, or Mexico, with possibly envious 
eyes on Texas, which was once hers, as 
Alsace-Lorraine was for a short period 
French, should bubble over the Riv 
Grande. 

“Yet the allies, they figure, with the 
apparent motive of meéting the ap- 
proval of the world, were careful to see 
that it was Germany end not they who 
made the declaration, although they 
were well on in their praparation for 
war long before the Kaiser issued the 
mobilization orders. ° 

“Il a mfirmly of the opinion that Ger- 
many did not want this war. There 
is not a German in Coburg, and I vet- 
ture to say in the whole empire, that 
does fhot detest the very thought of 
war. She is simply defending her own 
borders, she says, and disclaims an in- 
tention whatever of keeping a particle 
of conquered territory. Yet, if we again 
place any credence in the German re- 
ports here, the French papers long ago 
appeared with maps of the way Ger 
many was to be divided among the

PLEAD GUILTY 


One Witness Had Told of Seeing 
Negro Color White Material 
in a Cellar, 


NOSENTENCE PRONOUNCED 


Federal’ Judge Pollock Excuses 
Jury and Takes Matter 
Under Advisement. 


After one of the three defendants in 
the oleomargarine coloring cases on 
trial in the United States Circuit Court 
today, had given brief testimony, coun- 
sel for the defense at noon withdrew 
pleas of not guilty. In the case of Ray- 
mond A. Martens and George W. Gil- 
more, pleas of guilty were made in all 
charges. Raymond Martens entered a 
plea of guilty in connection with a Fed- 
eral raid made April 8, 1913. 

Judge Pollock excused the jury and 
took the new pleas under advisement. 

The first two witnesses called had 
told of work done by the defendants in 
the cellarway at 4530 Evans avenue, 
which was one of the storage places for 
cleomargarine. Mrs. Martha Clegg said 
that she owned the house and rented 
the cellar to Raymond A. Martens and 
frequently saw him handling oleomar- 
garine there in company with Georges 
H. Martens and Gilmore. « 

J. M. Kellerman testified that he 
roomed at the home of Mrs. Clegg and 
had the freedom of the entire place, 
as he often looked after the furnace and 
did other work which required. his pres- 
ence in the basement. 


Kellerman, tn reply .to questions of 
Robert W. Childs, special prosecutor 
for the oleo cases, said he had seen 
at least two of the defendants pre- 
paring prints of colored oleomar- 
garine from tubs in the cellar. He 
said he had also seen tubs of white 
material in the cellar. 

“Did you ever see any of the de- 
fendants mix coloring matter with 
any of the white substance?” asked 
Horace L. Dyer, one of the attorreys 
for the defense. 

“No,” replied the witness, 
have seen a negro mixing it.” 

With the recalling to the witness stand 
of Inspectors Langley and Fowle, most 
uf whose evidence was given yesterday, 
the prosecution rested. 


FAMILY SECRETS TOLD AT

Sestimony Not Made Public Led to 
Verdict That Doctor’s Wife 
Ended Life. 

MATTOON, IIl, Jan. 19.—Family se- 
crets, told in secret By Judge K. C. 
Kkonalds of Eldorado, lead the Cor- 
oner’s Jury which investigated the death 
of Mrs. Alice Ronalds to decide that her 
death was a case of self- -destruction 
and to recommend that the husband, 
Dr. H. E. Ronalds, be adjudged insane 
The officials who investigated the case 
and the members of ‘he Coroner's jury 
say they are satisfied beyond doubt that 
Mrs. Ronalds ended her lifé and admit 
they took an oath to maintain secrecy, 
but they allege that the information 
furnished by Dr. Ronalds, if made pub- 
lic, would+produce a bigger sensation 

than did the death of Mrs. Renalds. 

The State and city officials will refuse 
to sign a petition to. have Dr. Ronalds 
declaréd of unsound mind unless he 
resumes the practice of medicine. Joseph 
Graham, a brother of the late Mrs. Ron- 
alds, on hearing the verdict, said: ‘Dr. 
Ronalds and my sister always seemed to 
be very fond of each other, but it is 
hard for mé to believe that my sister 
erded her own life.”

Man’s Quiet Heroism Toid ry 
Mrs. Murray, Sole Survivor | 
of Yacht Wreck. 


THREE WERE DROWNED 


Wife of One of Victims Picked 
Up After Being in Cold 
Water Three Hours. 


— 
NEWBERN, N. C., Jan. 19.—Sobbing 
over the loss of her husband and ill 
from her terribie experience, Mrs. J. W. 
Murray, the lone survivor of the yacht 
Julia, which was destroyed in Pimlico 
Sound Friday morning following an ex- 
rlosion of gasoline, has arrived in this 
city on the revenue cutter Pimlico. 

With Mrs. Murray came W. E. Porch, 
husband of Mrs. W. E. Porch, who was 
lost, and E. Griffith Dodson, brother of 
G. P. Dodson, who also was drowned. 
J. W. Murray, who perished, was a 
prominent North Carolina banker, living 
in Burlington. 

“We left Norfolk last Wednesday,” 
said Mrs. Murray to a correspondent of 
ithe Post-Dispatch. “Mr. Dodson was 
ix. charge of the boat, which my husband 
had décided to buy. We came down in 
North Carolina through the canal and 
had a pleasant trip until we reached 
“imlico Sound. Thursday night, about 
10 o’clock, Mr. Dodson said we were off 
Long Point, and we decided to anchor 
for the night. We all retired about 10:30 
or 11 o’clock. 

Tells of an Explosion. 

“Y do not’ remember what happened 
between that time and about 1 o’clock 
Friday morning, when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

“I heard someone strike a match. I 
do net know who it was. There followed 
an explosion and I was blown through a 
window on the opposite side of the boat. 
I don’t know how I did it, but my hand 
grasped something as my body shot 
through the window. I did not know 
what it was until I fell into the water. 
Then I saw it was a life preserver. 

“T saw flames shooting out of the boat 
and I saw my husband pick up Mrs. 
Porch in his arms. Her clothes were on 
fire, and I saw him throw her into the 
water and then jump overboard himself. 
hat was the last I saw of them: 

“T dia not see Mr. Dodsun leave the 
boat, but after I had been in the water 
some time I heard him call. He was 
very near me and I could sée him. I 
asked him to take hold of my life pre- 
server. 

““T¢ I do that,’ he said, 
zo down.’ 

“Tt told him it was his only chance, 
but he wouldn’t dq it. He told me good- 
by and sank below the surface. I do not 
know if he was badly injured in the ex- 
plosion. 

“It was very dark out on the water 
when the Julia finally burned up and 
sank. I could not see anything and only 
heard the sound of wind and splash of 
the waves. I was several miles from 
shore, but did not know it until I was 
picked up. I swam for about three 
miles. 


Was in Water Three Hours, 
“T thought I would go duwn at any 


minute, but I kept trying to reach the 
shore. I was thankful that I did not 
have on heavy clothing. Otherwise I 
don’t believe I would be here tonight. 

“Tt do not know how long I was in the 

water and do not remember distinctly 
being picked up. 

“When I came to myself I was on an 
island. My.rescuers said I had been in 
the water over three hours. I was res- 
cued by a party of fishermen, of *which 
Capt. Midgett was the leader. 

“They told me they had picked me up 
on the Sound and had searched around 
for the others, but saw no trace of 
them. They gave me restoratives, 
wrapped me in blankets and carried me 
to Englehard, the largest of the islands 
in that section, where a fisherman has 
a comfortable home.”’ 

Mrs. Murray was not injured by the 
explosion. Search for the bodies of the 
three persons who lost their lives will 
be continued by the revenue cutter Pim- 
lico and several smaller boats.

STRIKER KILLED, — 
IS OTHERS SnOT BY 
JERSEY DEPUTIES 


Laborers at Roosevelt Attacked 
When They Stop Train,- Seek- 
ing Strikebreakers. 


ROOSEVELT, N, J., Jan. 19.—Mi- 
chael Backy .was killed and 18 other 
strikers were shot, one of them per- 
haps fatally, in a revolver fight be- 
tween 250 striking laborers and 50 
deputy sheriffs at the plant of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Co. 
here today. Fourteen of the wounded 
are in two of the principal hospitals 
at Elizabeth. The wounded men, most 
of whom are foreigners, are suffering 
from buckshot wounds and bullets. 
Backy died on the way to a hospital. 

W. E. Florence, County Prosecutor, 
announced he would hold ‘a hearing 
to investigate the shooting. 

The fight occurred when the sitions 
stoppéd a Central” Railroad of New 
Jersey train ftom Elizabethport to ser 
if it had brought cage ele ae to the 
rlant. There were no strike-breakers 
aboard, but a few office employes wh > 
vere passengers started an outcry, ap 
parently believing that the strikers In- 
tended harm to them. | 

In answer to the call 50 deputy anak 
armed with rifles and revolvers 
ran to the scene from the company's 
plant. where they had been stationed 
for the last two weeks. A general er 
eounter followed. 

At first only stones tere used. Then 
come one fired a shot This was. the 
signal for a fusilade, which came ap- 
parently from both sides. None of the 
deputies was injured, lut many of the 
strikers ‘ell. Most of the waunded men 
were shot through the legs,’ as the) 
ceputies fired low The strikers dis 
sersed, some of then, carrying the 
vt ounded men away. 

District Superintendent Champion of 
the company, who ts In charge of the 
plant here, said the strikers had held 
up the train by piling railroad ties 
across the tracks and that the deputies 
were compelled to use flrearms to pro- 
tect themselves and the office employes. 

The strike at the plant has been on 
for two weeks. According to the com- 
pany’s statement, approximately half of 
their 400 employes are affected. The 
strikers are unskilled laborers, it is said, 
who quit work when their demand for 
an increase of # cents a day was fre- 
fused. The men receive approximately 
$2 a day each. No other class of work-

On March 7, 1907, Paget made the 
following report to the chairman of 
the Brewers’ Association: 

“Along during the latter part of 
December a gentleman, friendly to 
our cause in Waco, made arrange- 
ments with some gentlemen here to 
assist such people as were not able 
to pay their poll taxes, by advancing 
them the money to pay their poll 
taxes with. One of these gentlemen 
was arrested for so doing and has 
been convicted and fined.” 

With respect to this case and another 
case of similar character, the Attor- 
ney-General says Paget submitted to 
the brewers’ association the proposi- 
tion of employing attorneys in an effort 
to have what is known as the poll tax 
law, or the Terrell election law, de- 
clared unconstitutional, such proposition 
being as follows: 

“In the first place, they (meaning at- 


‘| torneys) will charge ps $200 attorney fees 


and their expenses for looking after this 
case, in any event, as to whether we 
win or lose. In the event they knock 
out the poll tax law entirely, which is 
their aim, they will charge us $2500 fees. 
In case they do not knock out the poll 
tax law, but only knock out that part of 
the Terrell law which states that we 
cannot loan money or give money to a 
man with which to pay his poll tax, 
y will charge us $400 for knocking out 


that part of it.” 

This legal fight was made, but was 
defeated. In 1910 Paget: in his report 
calls particular attention to his work 
resulting in as many poll taxes paid as 
previously, but also to the fact that 
8% per cent of the voting list is made 
up of laborers and negroes. The report 
states: 

“J herewith submit my report for the 
month of January, the busiest month 
this office’ has spent since its opening. 
It has been soméwhat expensive, but 
considering the amount of work done, !s 
only a trifle—and a very ‘small trifle at 
that. All bilis have not as yet been 
paid, but $2000 will cover all and every 
expense of the poll tax payments and 
the Brewers’ Association can justly 
claim that come what may, submission 
or no submission, the pros are beaten 
It fs not alone that as many poll taxes 
have been paid as last year—but it is 
the men who paid them. Eighty-five 
per cent are laboring men and hegroes.” 
In September of that year Paget re- 
ports: 

‘The open season for poll taxes has 
again come around and I hope this year 
it will not be left till January before 
any practical work is done.” 


Next month he reports: ‘‘In the latter 
portion of the month poll tax matters 
have given us much concern. The senti- 
ment has been aroused in various parta 
of the State, and more especially 
amongst the colored*brethren, to get into 
line and pay their taxes. In almost 
every city in the State meetings are 
being held and colored poll tax clubs are 
being formed. 

“The office was very busy. We got 
out some very valuable statistics. If a 
detailed report of ali the work done by 
the office was given it would make too 
extended a paper. I will, therefore 
clase with the remark that the payment 


ef poll taxes is today the vital ques- 


tion.” 

Says Brewers Backed Leagues.

poll tax. As an indications of the na- 
ture of these organizations, the petition 
Sets forth: 

“Prior to 1910, one J. L.*Griffin, a 
negro preacher, vulgarly known as 
‘Sin Killer Griffin,’ and other negroes 
formed an organization under the name 
of the ‘Rescue Association of the United 
States of America and Africa,’ and in- 
corporated the same under the laws of 
the State, the charter granted to such 
organization authorizing it to engage in 
the work of rescuing, etc., fallen women. 
Such charter was secured in fraud upon 
the State and the public, and the pur- 
pose of such organization has never been 
such as named in its charter, but the 
purpose of such organization, and its 
members, has always been to do polit- 
ical work—principally amongst negroes— 
for the Texas Brewers’ Association and 
its members, and a large portion of 
such work, and one of the principal ele- 
ments of such purpose, has always been 
to secure the payment of poll. taxes by 
negroes so as to qualify them to vote in 
elections involving the questions of the 
lawful sale, etc., of intoxicating liquors 
in the State and the various counties 
and precincts thereof, and such purpose 
and work have been carried out in the 
guise and under the cover of such or- 
ganization and its declared purposes. 
Such negro organization has, from time 
to time, received financial] and other aid 
from the Texas Brewers’ Association and 
its members in order to assist it in doing 
such political work.’” 

The Attorney-General says that the 
high-sounding names of these organiza- 
tions were used to sign to letters ad- 
dressed to Congressmen and politicians 
in other states in an effort to influence 
their action by leading them to believe 
they were recetving letters from organ- 
izations of influence.

EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 19.—Gen. Villa 
and his men swept into Mexico City 
Monday and last night, according to 
a@ dispatch that reached here. There 
Was not only need to put an end to 
the rioting and anarchy that fol- 
lowed the flight of Guiterrez and the 
election to the provisional presidency 
of Gen. Roque Gonzales Garza, but 
Gen. Obregon, heading a large force 
of Carranza troops has been coming 
dangerously near the capital and is 
now menacing the Conventionalist 
control of it. Besides, Zapata, appar- 
ently not knowing what the recent 
trend of affairs may mean, has with- 
drawn his troops from the capital, 
which is taken to mean that he has 
split with Villa. 

Moreover, it is asserted that Gutl- 
errez, after having sought and been 
denied a union with the Carranza 
faction, has started a revolution of 
his own with headquarters at Pa- 
chuca. 
| “Whether or not Villa fears a pos- 
sible complete desertion by Zapata 
and the coality or Carranza, Zapata 
and Gutierrez, he certainly regards 
the situation as serious, for besides 
the force he took into “Mexico City 
today, he is drawing hard on his

Does Not Want to Set Precedent 
in Case of American Ship, 
Once German Vessel.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The British 


Government will not consent to allow 
the steamer Dacia, recently transferred 
from German to American registry, to 
proceed to Rotterdam under sale cor- 
tract with her cargo of cotton, ‘the 


from London. 
The British reply to suggestions for a 
safe conduct, recently made by the 


State Department, came through the 
American embassy at London. While 
the text of the message was withheld, it 
is known the British objection was based 
broadly on a reluctance to create a 
precedent, which, it is felt, would be 
followed by many similar purchases of 
German eghips in America and efforts 
to operate them on the former German 
trade routes. 
Held Not to Be’ Genuine. 

The British note does not undertake to 
assert the right of Great Britain to in- 
terfere with ships purchased asd trans- 
ferred to the American flag in a legiti- 
mate way. The objection to the trans- 
fer of the Dacia, according to the British 
view, is that it was not genuine, it be- 
ing intimated the British Government 
believes the American purchaser really 
was acting for German principals. 

The Dacia’s cotton cargo admittedly is 
not subject to seizure and the British 
note leaves it to be inferred that if the 
owners of the cotton do not make other 
arrangements for its shipment to Ger- 
many and the Dacia puts to sea, the cot- 
ton either will be unloaded in an English 
port and placed at the disposal of the 
owners to forward to Germany by an- 
other afd neutral ship, or appropriated 
by the British Government on payment 
to the owners of its invoice value. 

The State Department already has in- 
fcrmed Mr. Breitung of Marquette 
Mich., the owner of the ship, of the re- 
fusal of the British Government to prom- 
ise not to seize the Dacia on this par- 
ticular trip. 

Expected to Make Voyage. 

As he has stated to the department 
that the freight charges on the cotton 
with which the Dacia is loaded would 
about equal the purchase price of the 
vessel, it is assumed that he will. take 
the chance of making the voyage and 
if the ship is seized will go before the 
British prize court. 

State Department officials are of the 
opinion that such a court would liberate 
the Dacia if the British Government is 
content. 

Passage of the administration ship 
purchase bill during the present session 
of Congress is regaried as extremely 
rrobable by President Wilson. He told 
callers today there might be slight 
Changes in the bill, but he did not an- 
ticipate material alteration. 

The President prefers a shipping boara 
composed of members of the Cabinet, as 
originally planned, to the substitute 
suggested by some Progressive-Repub- 
lican Senators for a nonpartisan board, 
made up of men not connected with the 
Government. He would not discuss sug- 
gestions that the provision giving hir 
power to end the Government shipping 
enterprise be eliminated. 

Mr. Wilson said he did not think the 
refusal of the British Government to 
allow the Dacia to sail unchallenged 
would have any bearing on the purchase 
of ships under the shipping bill. 


STATE SENATE NOT NEUTRAL 


Refuses to Adopt Resolution to That 
Effect on European War. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—The Sen- 
ate this morning, by a vote of 23 to 
10, refused to adopte a resolution of 
neutrality on the European war. Sen- 
ator Carter introduced a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of reports that 
a. factory in the penitentiary is selling 
saddle trees to any of the belligerent 
nations. Senators Phelps and Morton, 
Democrats, opposed the resolution and 
Senator Gardner, Republican, support- 
ed it. 

A bill to take the management of all 
eleemosynary institutions out of politics 
was introduced this morning by Senator 
Moore of Barton County. The bill pro- 
vides for a bipartisan board of six mem- 
bers to manage each institution. 


COL. JOHN A. JOYCE DIES; 
WAS “POET OF WASHINGTON” 


Claimed to Have Written “Laugh and 
the Worle Laughs With You” 
Poem. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Funeral ar- 
rangements were beinz made here to- 
day for Col. John A, Joyce, known 
throughout the country hy his poems 
and other writings. He died here yes- 

terday. He was 72 yedra old.’ 

Col. Joyce had lived here for half a 
century and won the name of “Poet 
of Washington,” and almost everyone 
was familiar with his long flowing 
white locks. He had published more 
than a dozen books, mostly poems and 
biographies. 

Col. Joyce laid claim to the author- 
ship of the verses “Love and Laughter,”’ 
known throughout the English-speaking 
world by its first line, “Laugh and the 
world laughs with you; weep and you 
weep alone,” but his claim has been 
cisputed and the controversy at one 
time attracted wide attention. Durinz 
his long residence here Col. Joyce made 
many friends among statesmen of promi- 
nence. He was a native of Ireland.

The 
report was presented to Pope Benedict 
yesterday and the following is an au- 
thentic extract from it: 


“Notwithstanding the efforts of 
Berlin to suppress the affair, the 
truth has begun to be known regard- 
ing the chicane of which Cardinal 
Mercier is the victim. The facts 
subjoined may be considered abso- 
lutely exact: 

“1. The Germans seized from the 
printer, Bessain, at Malines, 15,000 
copies of Cardinal Mercier’s pastoral 
letter. 


“2. The Germans fined the printer 
500 marks ($125). 

‘3. The Germans forbade the read- 
ing of the pastoral letter in a large 
number of parishes. 

“4. The German officers called at 
the Archbishop’s palace in Malines 
Jan. 2 and compelled him to submit 
to interrogation. 

“5. Cardinal Mercier was prevented 
Jan. 3 from presiding at a religious 
ceremony. That morning he re- 
ceived from Governor-General von 


Bissing a telegram ‘“nviting’ him not 
to go to this service, which was to 
take place in'a church in Antwerp. 

‘6. On Jan. 4 Cardinal Mercier was 
detained in his palace all day. Dur- 
ing the morning, Von Stroempel, aid 
on the staff of Gen. von Bissing, ar- 
rived in an automobile, accompanied 
by soldiers, to @ring a letter from 
Gen. von Bissing. Von Stroempel de- 
manded an immediate reply. The 
Cardinal offered to send a reply in 
the course of the day to Brussels, 
but Von Stroempel, after telephoning 
from the headquarters of the local 
commandant to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Brussels, reported to the Car- 
dinal that he had been ordered to re- 
main in the archbishopric until the 
Cardinal had given him the reply 
demanded. Von Stroempel remained 
until evening with the soldiers who 
accompanied him. ° 


“7, On Jan. 6 the Germans presented 
the Cardina)] with the text of a form 
of retraction, which they demanded 
that he sign. The Cardinal refused.” 


An Associated Press correspondent at 
The Hague recently requested Cardinal 
Mercier to telegraph an account of his 
experiences with the Germans. The 
Cardinal replied that he did not care to 
discuss the “vexatious’’ measures.

Last night’s announcement said that 
in Champagne two German aeroplanes 
had been brought down, inside fhe 
French lines near Bar le Duc. The 
aeroplanes were only slightly dam- 
aged, and the four aviators in them 
were made prisoners. 


Russians Find 9000 Turks Frozen to 
Death. 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 19.—The following 
statement from the general staff of 
the Russian army in the Caucasus was 
issued last night: 

“We continue to pursue the Turkish 
army which was beaten by us at Kara- 
Urgan. 

‘“‘A stubborn battle took place at Jen- 
ikioi, which lasted two days. We de- 
feated part of the 32d Turkish division, 
which retreated precipitately, suffer- 
ing heavy losses in men killed and 
made prisoners and leaving behind two 
machine guns and the baggage of the 
officers. 

“In one single tian by a veatinent 
of Siberian Cossacks the enemy lost 
300 men.”

Horwitz was called to the Carr 
Street Station and said Kenney 
looked like the robber from whom he 
took the gun and whom he later be- 
lieved he shot.

Kenney told the police he was shot 
at Twelfth and Carr'streets by @ ne- 
gro with whom he had quareled over 
a dice game. The police say Kenney 
has served four terms in the Indus- 
trial Schoo! since 1907, the charge in 
each case being burglary. 

Horwitz seized the revolver with his 
right hand and struck the robber in the 
face with his left. His alertness so un- 
nerved the trio that they ran up the 
street. Horwitz chased them, firing 
three shots at them from the robber’s 
revolver as he ran. One of the robbers 
fell twice. 

Several residents of the neighborhood 
aroused by the shots, joined in the chase 
and saw the robbers run through a hall- 
way at 2214 Carr street.

[Downtown Streets of’ St. Louis} 
Full of Professional Beggars 


Many Too Busy 


to Explain Needs 


Reporter Finds Only 4 of 15 Would Stop 
Long Enough to Talk; 
Show With Dime; One Said “Thanks” 


One Went to Picture 


The downtown streets of St. Louis 
are -infested as seldom before by pro- 
f~ssional beggars, with perhaps a sprink- 
ling of honest, deserving men, whose 
misfortunes have made it necessary for 
them to throw themselves on the bounty 
of the more prosperous. 

When the average pedestrian is accost- 
ed by one of these beggars he either 
ignores the request or gives a coin and 
goes on his way without waiting to hear 
the applicant’s explanation of his plight. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
afternoon sauntered through the down- 
town streets fo rtwo hours, determined 
to let the beggars disclose why they 
were in need of money. 

Only four out of 15 beggars who ac- 
costed him would stop long enough to 
tell anything” about their reason for 
begging. One of the four frankly. said 
he wanted a dime to get a drink of 
whisky. The three others told “hard 
luck stories’’ which may or may not 
have been true. 

The Approach.Is Silent. 

The approach.of the average profes- 
sional beggar in St. Louis is as silent as 
that of a gum-shoe detective. With 
noigeless tread he slips up, behind the 
“‘prospect,’’ who suddenly is surprised 
to find someone walking in step with 
him, but to one side and a pace behind 
him, and saying something in his ear in 
the softest, most insinuating tones. It 
is a droning monotone out of which he 
can distinguish only the words “brre to 
eat’ or ‘“‘get a bed.”’ 

The professional beggar is never in- 
sistent. If the ‘‘prospect’’ ignores him 
or refuses to give him alms he falls} 
back as silently as he came and awaits 
his chance to sneak up on someone else. 

Four of these professionals approached 
the reporter between~-Olive street and 
Walnut street, on Broadway. Though al] 
sot what they asked for, not one would 
stay long enough to be questioned and 
only one returned thanks. When the 
giver would start to talk the beggar 
would turn and walk rapidly in the 
direction from which he had made 
his flank attack. 

The reporter watched one of the 
four and saw him buy a ticket and 
go into a picture theater on Broade- 
between Market and Chestnut 
streets. This beggar’s whispered ap- 
peal had contained the plaintive 
words, “just a bite to eat.” 

A beggar of a different type was 
crip at Sixth and Market

streets. He made his approach 
from the front. With mingled fa- 
miliarity and insolence he blocked 
the way and said: “Say, Bo. Give 
me a dime, will you?’ 

“What do you want with 
asked the reporter. 

“Want to buy the Barr building,” 
said the beggar with an ugly grin. 
He turned and went into a saloon 
and as he slid through the swinging 
doors he looked back and said: 

“You can go to h——.”’ 

There is ground for the theory that 
this beggar works at night when the 
police are not looking and that he is 
saving up his pennies to buy an au- 
tomatic pistol or a jimmy. 


Ome Tells His Story. 

Between Sixth and Ninth streets on 
Market street, one other insolent beg- 
ger and three others were encountered. 
Of these only one would stop to tell why 
he was begging. 

“I was working in a shoe factory and 
it shut down,” he said. ‘‘I couldn't pay 
my room rent and my landlady put me 
out.”’ : 

This was as far as he would go with 
his story. Shooting a quick glance at 
his questioner he turned into the door- 
way of a cheap lodging house. 

On Seventh street between Market afid 
Olive streets there were several similag 
encounters. Another beggar, asked for an 
explanation of his plight, had a story so 
strikingly lige that of the Market street 
man that it suggested a set formula. He 
was a shoe worker.

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SAYS. SULLIVAN 
SOUGHT SHARE IN 
DOMINICAN DEALS 


Witness in Inquiry Declares 
Banker Told Him “‘U. S. Min- 
ister Insists on It.” 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—James M. Sul- 
livan, Minister to the Dominican Re- 


public, whose conduct is under investi- 


gation here before Senator-elect Phelan 
of California, was represented yester- 
day as having insisted on sharing the 
profits of \a construction company or- 
ganized to obtain public works contracts 
from the Dominican Government. 

@W. Lee Sisson, a construction engi- 
need, who said he had been asked by 
the late Samuel L. Jarvis, controlling 
the Banco Nacional of Santo Domingo, 
to become president of the construction 
company, testified that F. J. R. Mitch- 
ell, president of the bank, had said to 
him: 

‘We'll have to take the Minister in 
with us and I think it advisable to do 
s0, as he can be of considerable serv-' 
ice to us in the way of throwing con- 
tracts to us.” 

Ubjected to Proposition. 

The witness said he had objected to 
the proposition and that Mitchell had 
replied: 

“Well, the Minister insists upon it,’ 
and he (Mitchell) suggested that “we 
might give him a 5 or 10 per cent inter- 
est in the company.” 

Sisson said he refused, and returned 
to New York. , 

The fact that Sisson was in Santo Do- 
minge in behalf of the Banco Nacional 
became known to Secretary of State 
Bryan, it was brought out, and Mr, 
Bryan had repudiated, according to a 
letter put in evidence, a suggestion by 
Sullivan that Sisson would be a good 
man for the Dominican Government to 
employ in its public works contracts. 

Walter W. Vick, former Receiver-Gen- 
eral of Dominican Customs and instiga- 
tor of the investigation, who asserts 
that Secretary Bryan ‘‘whitewashed”’ 
Sullivan, described negotiations which, 
he said, led to Mr. Bryan’s receiving a 
call from Samuel McRoberts, vice-presi- 
Jent of the National City Bank, which 
is said to have been represented by the 
Banco Nacional interests as having 
sought to exploit the island. 

Talked With the Secretary. 

Boaz W. Long, head of. the Latin- 
American Department of the State De- 
partment, told him, the witness said, 
“that he was anxious to have the Sec- 
retary meet some of the big financiers 
and had persuaded him to let me invite 
McRoberts to come down to Washing- 
ton.”’ 

‘‘McRoberts and the Secretary talked 
together about 45 minutes,’’ Vick said. 

Vick announced that he would put into 
evidence documents which would show 
that J. G. Gray of Wilmington, Del., ‘‘an 
intimate friend of Bryan, had been ac- 
tive in the State Department in behalf 
of the Banco Nacional interests. He de- 
clared also that he had been threatened 
in many ways for his activity in this 
case. 

“One man told me that he had been 
promised a postmastership if he would 
‘get me,’’’ Vick testified. He intimated 
that Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to 
the President, had been responsible for 
Secretary Bryan’s attitude toward him. 
This had grown out of. rivalry between 
them for Tumulty’s present position, he 
thought. 

BHarl Harding of the New York World, 
who had been investigating Sullivan on 
behalf of his paper, testified that he had 
been told that Tumulty had eaid that the 
“White House regarded Vick as a ‘sore- 
head and that he would have been re- 
moved from his position had he not re- 
signed.”’ 


Secretary Tumulty Willing to Testify 
in Sullivan Inquiry. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Joseph P. 
Tumulty, secretary to Fresident Wilson, 
issued a statement today referring to 
testimony given yesterday by Walker 
W. Vick; former collector of customs 
at Santo Domingo, at the investigation 
being conducted into the acts of James 
Fl. Sullivan, American Minister to the 
Dominican republic. Vick intimated 
that Tumulty had been responsible for 
Secretary Bryan’s unfavorable attitude 

toward him. 

“I am ready to testify before Mr. 
Phelan at any time, cither here or in 
New York, regarding my connectiva 
with Vick and Sullivan,” said Tumulty. 
“T wiil give all the facts and my testi- 
mony will not be based on hearsay evi- 
dence.”’

CONVENTION PLAN 
WITH PRIMARIES 


Measure Introduced in House at 
Jefferson City Considered 
by Both Parties. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


ispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 19.—A 


bill which would make radical Changes 
ir. the primary system in Missouri and 
dombine with the primary the old con- 
vention system has been introduced in 
the House by Representative H. L. 
Shannon, a Republican, of Jasper 
County. 

The measure has been shown to House 
members of both parties and is being 
given serious consideration by them 
They say, however, thx the Legislature 
is certain to be slow in making any 
changes in the primary system. 

Shannon’s bill provides for conven- 
tions, precinct, county, senatorial, judi- 
cial and state, to choose two candidates 
from each party to compete in the pri- 
mary for the nomination for each of- 
fice. 

Safeguards for the Bill. 

Shannon seems to hKave safeguardei 
his bill to prevent bosses from éon- 
trolling conventions as far as that is 
possible.*° The system for all conven- 
tions is the same. The following ex- 
planation ‘of the plan for organizing a 
state convention shows the system: 

Every political party which cast more 
than 3 per cent of the total vote ar 
the last general election shall hold mass 
conventions in each voting precinct the 


second Tuesday of May, 1916, and everv. 


two years thereafter, to select two dele. 
gates to their county conventions to be 
held the Thursday following their elec- 


| tion. 


Each party-shall be entitled to two 
delegates in the county convention for 
each 25 votes cast for that party’s can- 
didate for Congress at the last elec- 
tion in the county. Each delegate to 
the precinct convention shall vote on 
one ballot, which shall be indorsed by 
the secretary of the convention, for 
one-half of the number of delegates to 
which the precinct is entitled in the 
county convention. The persons receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes shall 
be the delegates to the county conven- 
tion. 

Penalties fer Fraud. 

The county convention, in addition to 
naming two candidates for each county 
office to be filled, shall elect delegates 
to the State, senatorial, judicial and 
congresgional conventions. If three- 
fourths of the delegates vote for one 
candidate, he shall be the only candi- 
date authorized to file in the primary 
for the office to which he aspires. 

The bill provides penalties for fraud 
in the conventions. 

Politicians and state and county of- 
ficers have complained for some time 
that the primary law does not work 
with success. They Bay it is impossible 
for voters to know the candidates, and 
that, instead of working to get the best 
men in office, it has operated to give 
the offices to the men who could spend 
the greatest amount of money. It has 
been charged that in the cities the 
bosses have been as successful in con- 
trolling primaries as they formerly 
were in controlling conventions.

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But She Makes This ‘‘Lady al 
dermere’s Fan’’ Heroine Seem 
Too Old and Plain. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
SCAR WILDE’S still vital play 
O of London society life, ‘Lady 
Windermere’s Fan,”’ which 
teaches that good women can be very 
bad and bad women very good on occa- 
sion, and that men mostly are bad in 
their attitude toward women, was pre- 
sented quite pleasingly by Margaret 
Anglin and a competent supporting com- 
pany at the Olympic last night, begin- 
ning a week’s ergagenient. 

The one defect that somewhat dimin- 
ished its appeal as a human document 
of convincing reality was encountered 
in the peculiar fact that Miss Anglip 
made Mrs. Erlynne, its unhappy centra. 
figure, seem a bit too old and plain to 
be accepted without a strain of credence 
as a woman still capable of holding men 
in thrall by her beauty and charm. 

This curious ignoring of one of the 
prime essentials of the part had the 
effect at times, and especially during 
the story’s earlier phases, of seriously 
diminishing the dramatic force of cer- 
tain situations largely dependent upon 
a proper sustaining of the truth of re- 
peated assertions as to the irresistible 
fascination exerted by Mrs. Erlynne as 
@ mysterious “love pirate’ of grave 
menace to the peace of families whose 
males she lured into her web of more 
or less scandalous entanglement. Just 
to this extent, therefore, the fullest 
seeming of plausibility possible to the 
play’s realizing was missed. 

Save for this perplexing and unneces 
sary blemish, Miss Anglin played Mrz. 
Erlynne with admirable art. She was 
especially: moving in the two “hig 
moments’ of the story’s developing, 
the first of which was reached in the 
third act, set in young Lord Darlington's 
tachelod rooms, where Mrs. Erlynne 
suyes Lady Windermere, her daughter 
ignorant of their relationship, from the 
direst shame of public scandal that 
Imay befall a wife, and in the fourth act 
set in Lord Windermere’s house, where 
she makes sure of the daughter’s re- 
gained happiness and then, her identity 
still solicitously conce?aied from thar 
justly grateful young woman, vanishes 
from the scene. 

The tense emotionalism of these two 
moments was grippingly accomplished, 
with a fine reserve in method which 
testified eloquently to the truthful art 
of Miss Anglin as a tlayer who goes 
direct to real life for her study of hu- 
man emotion. 

The very sincere and consistent Lady 
Windermere of Florence Carpenter's 
playing ranks second in importance *.: 
the Mrs. Erlynne pictured by Miss Anz- 
lin, thus contributing its full share of 
dramatic power to the “big scenes’”’ just 
mentioned. Leonard Wilely, too, as 
Lord Widermere, satisfyingly realized 
that gravely earnest ani sintere charac- 
ter, upon the genuineress of which —« 
much of the story’s plausibility de- 
pends. \ 

Others of the clever company who dis- 
tinguished themselves hy exceptionally 
satisfying portrayals were Ruth Holt 
Boucicault as the Duchess of Berwick 
Stanley Dark as the w»hilandering Lord 
Darlington, Sidney Greenstreet as the 
fat and gullible Lord Augustus Lorton, 
Marry Redding as the cynical Mr. Cec: 
Graham, and Wallace Widdecombe as 
Mr. Dumby.

One of the young women who knew 
Plotner at the first Presbyterian Church 
and through her acquaintance with him 
there and confidence in him gave him 
her savings to invest, is Miss Marie A. 
Brice, a fitter at a dry goods store, who 
resides at 2839 Michigan avenue. 

Gave Attorney 82000 

Miss Brice said today that five years 
ago she gave Plotner $2000 to invest fo- 
her, and she was told that the money 
nad been invested in a three-year mort: 
gage loan. 

“When the three years was up,” sa’d 
Miss Brice, “I went to Mr. Plotner 
and asked for my money, as I wanted 
to use it elsewhere. I did not get it. 
In fact I had a hard time getting the 
interest. 

“Did you hold a mortgage or any 
cther security on the loan?’ she was 
asked. 

“No,” the young woman replied. “TI 
only had his word that he had invested 
my money. He asked how I would like 
to invest in Idaho land and I told him I 
did not want such an investment.” 

“Have you gotten your money back 
yet?”

A letter written by Gen. U. S. Grant 
to Secretary of War Stanton, April 24, 
1865, regarding the térms of the. sur- 
render of Gen. Joseph E. Johnston to 
Gen. William T. Sherman, will soon be 
added to John H. Gundlach’s collec- 
tion. Gundlach, who is an enthusiastic 
collector as well as a worker for civic 
advancement, has been notified that the 
letter was sold to him at a sale in 
New York a few days ago. His bid for 
it, which he sent by letter, was $52.50. 

In this letter, Gen. Grant wrote from 
Raleigh, N. C.,. to, the Secretary of 
War: 

“YT reached here this morning and de- 
livered to Gen. Sherman the reply 
to his negotioations.

Grant, while personally 
taciturn, was a rather voluble letter 
writer, especially in his correspondence 
with members of his family. Three of 
the letters owned by Gundlach were 
written by Grant to his father, and 
one to his wife, Julia Dent Grant. 

. One of Letters to Father. 

One of Grant’s letters to his father is 
dated St. Louls, Sept. 23, 1858, in the 
days of Grant’s obscurity, and speaks 
of Grant’s failure to get an appoint- 
ment as county engineer of St. Louis 
County, which then included the city.|6 
He said the two Democratic Commis- | 
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sioners voted for nim, and the Free 
Soilers against him, but adds, “You 
may judge that I am strongly identi- 
fied with the Democratic party; such !s 
not the case—I never voted an out-and- 
out Democratic ticket in my life. 1 
voted for Buchanan to defeat Fremont. 
but not because he was my first choice. 
In all other elections I have universal- 
Jly. selected the candidates that, in -my 
estimation, were best fitted for the dif- 
ferent offices, and it never happens 
that such are all arrayed on one side.’ 

"In the same letter, he writes: ‘There 
is but one paying office in the county 
held by an’ American, unless you ex- 
cept the office of Sheriff, held by a 
Frenchman who speaks broken English, 
but was born here.” His successful | 
opponent for the job of engineer he de- 
scribes as “a Dutchman who came West 
as assistant surveyor upon the public 
lands and who has held an office ever 
since.”” - 

In a letter to his father from Mex- 
ico, Mo., Gated Aug. 8, 1861, Grant de- 
scribed the feeling which he found in 
Missouri, originally favorable to the 
union; but believing that the South-will 
win, and believing, too, that the ulti- 
mate object of the North is to extin- 
guish slavery by force. He commented 
on the startling character of current 
rumors, saying, “My regiment has been 
reported cut to pleces once that I know 
of, and I don’t know but oftener, whilst 
not a gun has been fired at us.”

‘Suppose the Government should get possession 
of vessels which are now out of use and put 
them into use, when private enterprise could not 
accomplish it; it would take much time and ex- 
pense and there might be a temporary relief, but 
there would be a blight upon independent Ameri- 
can effort, which could not contend against the 
public treasury and the public credit. There 
would be an injury to the American marine as a 
private business agency.” 
We beg to remind the Journal of Commerce 
that there is no American merchant marine worth 
speaking of to injure; there is no American inde- 
pendent effort to blight, but there is immediate 
pressing need of the “temporary relief” which the 
Journal of Commerce concedes might be given by 
the measure and which private enterprise will not 
give without subsidies. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says: ‘The Gov- 
ernment will simply purchase ships now in exist- 
ence and owned by private capital, which private 
American capital could purchase as well <s could 
the Government, were there any certainty of 
operating these vessels under our navigation laws 
at a fair rate of profit on the investment.” 


But private capital will not purchase and oper- 
ate the ships without Government privilege and 
aid, which the American people will never grant. 

The Indianapolis News calls it “paternalism,” 
but we have ceased to apply “paternalism” to 
actual public service by the Government. 

The only dangerous “paternalism” is the grant- 
ing of privilege and protection to private monop- 
oly in public service or ordinary business.

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A DECISION MARKING ‘PROGRESS. 
Though the word “or” is the shorter, it is 
often much more important to the text of a law 
than the word “the,” whose omission seldom af- 
fects the sense. Accordingly, the Ctreuft Court of 
Henry County, Mo., following the famous prece- 
dent of the Supreme Court on what must be done 
when the most insignificant of all words is left 
out, held that an indictment from which “or” 
had been omitted and the word “and” substituted 
was fatally defective and ordered the defendant 
liberated. However, the people took an appeal 
to the Kansas City Court of Appeals, which 
promptly overruled the lower court, holding to 
this effect: 

The verbal error did not impair any sub- 


stantial right of the defendant. 
This decision is properly to be emphasized. It 


enables a criminal charge to be determined on its 
merits, which alone is ffmportant, for the escape 
of defendants on a technicality is disheartening. 
More important, it marks a departure from the old 
rule under which a just conviction on convincing 
evidence obtained with much labor was set aside 
because of the lack of an easily dispensable part 
% speech. 

The “or” decision makes amends for the former 
“the” decision. Judicial reform is recording prog- 
ress, With intelligent aid from the Legislature 
it can make more rapid progress.

You do not say to 
the butcher: ‘“‘Give me two pounds of 
meat!” But you do say to the milkman: 

And you 
pay him the same price, whether the 
article corresponds to fine porterhouse 
steak or to a dubious shank roast. In 
some localities a relatively small amount 
of certified milk of the best quality is 
sold, fetching about twice the price of 
the ordinary article.
